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Introduction 


Anjuna Kaisuva Youth and Cultural Club, located in Bardez, is an NGO. The term NGO can be described as a 
Non-Governmental Organization. In some countries, the term NGO is applied to an organization that in another 
country, it is called an NPO. The term NPO can be defined as a non-profit Organization. The NGO is a non-profit 
organization that is independent of Governments and International Governmental Organizations. There are many 
Activities happening in an NGO that might include human rights, environmental, improving health, development 
work. An NGO’s level of operation indicates the scale at which an organization works, such as local, regional, na- 
tional, or international. NGO’s include state-level organizations, associations, and groups. 


Some state NGOs also work under the guidance of National and International NGOs. Generally, NGOs act as im- 
plementers, catalysts, and partners. Firstly, NGOs act as implementers in that they mobilize resources in order to 
provide goods and services to people who are suffering due to a human-made disaster or a natural disaster. Sec- 
ondly, NGOs act as catalysts in that they drive change. They have the ability to inspire, facilitate or contribute to 
improved thinking and action to promote change. Lastly, NGOs often act as partners with other organizations in 
order to tackle problems and address human needs more effectively. NGOs vary in their methods. Some act pri- 
marily as lobbyists, while others primarily conduct programs and activities. Foundations and charities use sophis- 
ticated public relations campaigns to raise funds and employ standard lobbying techniques with governments. 


A code of ethics was established in 2002 by The World Association of Non-Governmental Organizations. Dona- 
tions usually fund these NGOs, but some avoid formal funding altogether and are run primarily by volunteers. 
Individual private donors comprise a significant portion of NGO funding. Many NGOs rely on a large number of 
small donations. Certain NGOs rely heavily on government funding in order to function. Some governmental NGO 
funding may be viewed as controversial because the funding may support certain political goals rather than a 
Nation’s Development Goals. Each NGO is registered at Government registering authorities, but it is managed, 
operated, and worked by its members and associated persons under and as per the rules, regulations, and laws 
of the Government of that country but independently from government control. NGO is not a part and directly 
controlled and monitored by Government but works according to the Government's policies, more specifically for 
the development and welfare of society, areas, and communities.

Bardez is the name of a region and taluka located in North Goa. The name is credited to the Brahmin immigrants 
who migrated to the Konkan via Magadha in Gangetic India from Aryavarta, in the north-western part of the 
Indian sub-continent. Bardez is delimited on the north by the Chapora river, on the south by the Mandovi river, 

on the east by the Mapusa river, which originates in Bardez itself, near its capital city Mapusa, and on the west 

by the Arabian Sea. Bardez has many beautiful Cities and Villages one can visit. Goa, a tiny emerald land on the 
west coast of India, the 25th state of India’s Union states, was liberated from Portuguese rule in 1961. It was a part 
of the Union Territory of Goa, Daman & Diu till 30th May 1987 when it was carved out of a separate state. Goa 
covers an area of 3702 square kilometers and comprises two revenue districts namely North Goa and South Goa. 
Boundaries of Goa State are defined in the North Terekhol river which separates it from Maharashtra, in the East 
and South by Karnataka State, and West by the Arabian Sea. 


Goa lies on the Western Coast of India and is 594 km (by road) away from Mumbai city. The Architecture of Goa 
is a combination of Indian, Islamic, and Portuguese styles. Cascade roofs have become an architectural element 
in Goa, Climatologically to withstand heavy rain, and these cascade roofs are beautified with ornamented fascia. 
The roof ends with a gutter to drain rainwater from the roof. Cascaded roofs are typical of Goan architecture. 
Agriculture is one of the important economic activities in Goa. The total agricultural area is approximately 1400 
sq. km from which the Government owns 1200 sq. km, and the remaining 200 sq. km is owned privately. 


Rice and coconut are the staple produce of Goa. Paddy is cultivated during the monsoon from the months of June 
to September. Mining in Goa started before 1961 when Goa was under the rule of the Portuguese. The Japanese 
mineral prospectors had surveyed Goa and found iron ore, manganese, and bauxite in the hilly region of the 
Western Ghats. The colonial Government had granted 336 mining leases, even though Goa got its liberation from 
the colonial Government on 19th December 1961. Down the corridors of time, Goa has been a different thing to 
different people. To the Portuguese conquerors, it was ‘Golden Goa’, the El Dorado, the ‘Rome of the East’. Goa 

is also known for its beaches, ranging from popular stretches at Baga and Palolem to those in laid-back fishing 
villages such as Agonda. Goa was a destination of choice for Indian and foreign tourists, particularly Britons and 
Russians, with limited means who wanted to enjoy.

All the products sold here are 
made by the NGO people, who have a minimum of five years of experience in this NGO. A standard price list is 
kept for making a particular product based on a specific region. Price is fixed based on product quality, size, pro- 
duction volume, design, and labor cost.
